TROOPS CHARGE THE STRIKING 
~- 


MINERS WITH FIXED BAYONETS. 


Herce Battle In a Pennsylvania Town Between Work ing men 


and Soldiers—Martial Law May he Declared as a, 


Result of a Coal Mine Strike, 


TA-MAQUA, Pa., Aug. 29. — In an en- 


counter between troops and strikers at 
Larusforcl this 'morning1, Captain "W. H. 
Ha!m of Company K, Twelfth Regiment, 
was .-Hg-htly injured. 


A half dozen strileers were bayonetted 


by the soldiers in the fracas. 


CMajor Gearhordt, in command of the 


troops, states that he wiM appeal to the 
military authorities to put th-e town of 
Lansford under martial law. 


From daybreak the troops were active 


in quo!ling disturbances and protecting 
non-union men on their way to work. 
The troops w4fre jeered wherever they 
went. 


At 5 o'clock Companies K and E were 


placed oil two trolley cars. 


One of the cars prece-dcd that which 


cnrrltjd the non-union men to work and 
another took up the rear. 


At Summit Hill about double the usual 


number of men availed themselves of the 
protection of the soldiers and went to 
wo rk. 


The news that more men than usual 


were reporting for work spread through 
the lower part of the valley^ like wild- 
lire, and in a short time the streets were 
almost blacked with people. 


When the curs stopped in Lansford to 


allow several non-union men to g'et off, 
the mob made a rush for th-e mi 


A iralf dozen soldiers with levelled guns , 


forced the strikers bock, making,, a pas- 
sage-way for the non-union men. " 


When the soldiers returned after es- 


corting- their charges to a phuje of safety, 
the mob commenced to close in around 
the -cars, yelling loudly. 


As Captain Helm of Company K was 


about to jump from 
the car, he was 


seized around the legs and thrown to the 
ground, being- severely bruised. 
Half a 


dozen privates who followed him were 
roughly handled. Major G-earhardt then 
ordered his men to disembark. 


With clubbed guns and fixed bayonets 


the soldiers forced -the crowd back. 


Many of the strikers stood their ground 


until the soldiers jabbed them with their 
bayonets. 


Some of the strikers, fearing that the 


troops would fire, rushed into the opera 
house on the corner and there was a wild 
scene of confusion. 


In five minutes the crowd had been 


pushed back to the curb line. 


In the -melee several of the strikers 


were knocked down, while others suffered 
slight tlesh wounds. 


Last night a carload of timber stand- 
ng- on the Letiigh Coal and Navigation 
Company's tracks at Summit. Hill was 
sent down the steep stretch of road thai 
leads to JJansford. 
The car leaped the 


track ait a sharp curve and was hurled 
to the bottom of a mine breach.

•will formally demand of Nicaragua an 
explanation in regard to the

revolution against the Colombian gov-

the "most formidable land and naval 
force she can muster, as soon as the 
present rebel activity on the Isthmus 
has been crushed.

Washington today. 
The above Intelligence caused con- 


siderable surprise in diplomatic cir- 
cles, for but a few weeks ago it was 
announced that Mr. Concha, the Col- 
ommian Minister, and Mr. Correa. the 
Nicaraguan Minister, had established 
an entente cordjale between their res- 
pective governments;
